The sea had not then had 
suilicient time to get properly rough, 
but the decks were already wet with 
spray, which flew from the Jupiter's 
bows as she thrashed her way through 
the waves, while overhead the sky was 
completely overcast, making the night 
as black as pitch. The first thing we 
did after the watch had been mus- 
tered was to go aloft and close reef 
the topsails, doing one at a time, as 
laying out on the yard and hauling up 
8 sail in such a wind was precious hard 
work,and it was nearly half an hour 
before the sails were sheeted home 
again. When this had been done, we 
had to set the fore and main stormsails, 
but this was not so hard, as it entailed 
very few men going aloft, and when 
this was finished and we had coiled 
down and made everything on deck 
well secure, we felt that there might 
be some chance of a rest. 
The gale all this time had heen 
creasing, and now the ship 
was heeling over with her lee 
water ports almost under water, 
and tons of water flooding her decks 
every minute.

BANK WRECKER. 
The last act in the sequel to the 
wrecking of the Sixth National Pank 
has been performed in the ¡Superior 
Court at New York. General Peer F. 
Claassen, who was theleading figurein 
the audacious proceeding, by which the 
three-quarters of a miliion worth of 
securitics in the bank vaglts were 
sought to be sold for the benefit of him- 
self and co-conspirators, was sentenced 
to six years’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. Allof the others are in 
the States Prison. Great interest was 
felt in the trial, as General Claassen 
was believed to be tnore sinned against 
than sinning. He was a distinguished 
soldier in the late war, and before the 
bank-wrecking gffair stood high in the 
estimation of the community. The 
scheme of the conspirators was to 
secure à majority of the bank stock, 
elect their own president and directora,

Surgeon Sellar, of the Utopia, in his evi- 
dence before the coroner, said the voyage had 
been uneventful before the arrival of the 
vessel in the harbour at Gibraltar.

report that the hatches and chart room are 
closely packed with bodies, thus showing that 

umbers of the emigrants must have perished 
from sheer inability to reach the deck 
from below. There is no doubt that the 
hatchways were blocked by the rush of 
affrightened passengers immediately after 
the shock of the collision, and many must 


have been cut off from an escapo and 


drowned between decks. The closely- 
packed mass seen by the divers and the 
attitude of many of the bodies afford only 
too clear evidence of the terrible struggle 
for life which must have taken place in 
the brief interval between the striking 
of the ship and her going down. The 
state of many of the rescued was simply 
piteous. One woman was reduced to such a 
state of despair that her reason gave way 
completely, and she had to be conveyed to the 
hospital, where she is now doing well. She 
lost both her children in the wreck, having 
had them both swept from her arms by the 
waves. Owing to the lack of accommodation 
at the Naval Hospital, some of the emigrants 
and crew of the Utopia are encamped on the 
glacis.
